Health and Wealth 
In Leaves 


AVE you ever thought what a 

tremenddus number. of the 
work's most valuable products are 
found in the ‘form of leaves? Tea 
and tobacco are ubvious examples, 
but there ure many more, : 

In few places in the world ‘could 
you find o bigger collection of all 
Kinds of these valuable = leaves 
gathered together than in the Port 
of London. So let us go and take 
n look at some of the leaf cargoes 
coming Into the port, * 

Ten we have already mentioned— 
In- 1944/45 Britain Imported 443,177,~ 
504 Ibs, Of tobacco, 297,161,189 Ibs. 
were imported in the same yenr. 

Then from Ceylon, Java and India 
come cocoa leaves, . These are im- 
ported mostly to be made Into 
cocaine, a drug valuable in medicine, 
eaves of the Jaborandl, a shrub 
that grows in Brazil, are used to 
make drugs that make pcople sweat 
—sometimes an important part of a 
cure In some discases, From Ephedra 
shrubs, grown mostly in Spain and 
other European countries, ts extract- 
ed Ephedrine, used te treat colds and 
cheat complaints, 

Then there are various kinds of 
leaves, from the . Mediterranean, the 
United States and the Eastern coun- 
tries, from which dyes are prepared, 
and wilso substances used In tanning 
Jeather, 

From a yariety of palm leaves 
known an Plassava come fibres for 
making brushes. Istle fibres, tm= 
ported from Mexico, are also used 
for this, and Gonuti, from the 
tropics. . 

Reeda are Imported for 
paper, hemp fibres for making rope 
and cord. Hemp Is obtained from 
the Philippines, from British East 
Africa and other countries within 
the British Commonwealth, «The 
products of leaves are imported, too 
—raffia from the Mndagasear palm, 
wax {rom the leaves of a palm in 
North-East Brazil, This is used Jn 
making pollshes. At one time Britain 
imported hop leaves, for use in make 
ing beer, but now she relies entirely 
on her own home-grown hops. ¥

ts used instead of gelatine, to make 
jellles,

‘an LST carrying medical sup- 
plies to the area, : 

The bombing and strafing raids, 
the evacuees snid, were directed 
aguinst market places, civilian traffic 
on roads and “anything conspicuous” 
—Including clvilian hospitals—as far 
as 100 miles from the front.. 

Thelr accounts told the = story of 
the human misery behind the statis- 
tical. fact that Jess than two percent 
of all UNRRA supplies _ reaching 
China have been perfhitted to reach 
Communist territory. Most of that 
two percent, they said, was food 
which is not Griticnily needed in 
what to-day Is deseribed os a vir- 
tually self-feeding agrarian region. 

. Malarla Epidemic 

They told of an: “astonishingly 
bad" epidemile of malaria. For ex- 
ample, half the people of one village 
of 360 persons fied. Of the remain- 
Ing 180 people, only cight ‘survived, 
It becnme n ghost village, with weeds 
growing shoulder-high in the strects 
and wolves playing In the huts. 

Also prevalent, they said, Is kala- 
anzur of which there are over 40D,- 
000 cases. One small area had 8,000 
lepers, Another village was com- 
pletely leprous. 

Hospitals and =medicatl wards are 
“woefully Inndequate’ to cope with 
thls suffering. UNRRA officera told 
of hospitals with 10 beds for 60 or 
60 patients. Until Madame Sun ‘Yat- 
sen’s China Welfare Fund brought in 
some equipment, there were two 
hospitals in the whole arca with sure 
gicnt instruments, Even the Fund's 
equipment did not include the most 
basically needed items for operation 


purposes.

Microscopes are few. The region 
is “begging for medical books.” Most 
hospitals have no thermometers or 
penlpele, One hospital director had a 
single old sculpel which the Japanese

“Insurance.” He reiterated his ori- 
ginal belief that the governing of 
Germany was a State Department 
job, The Army is not a proper in- 
wtrument for government, he said. 

On whether relations with the 
Russlans had Improved, he said, “J 
can sce very little change.” 

It is impossible to get speciiic 
figures on Russian reductioas but 
observers belleved the present force 
to be less than 200,000 which would 
mean more than half of the strength 
of last summer.—Unlted Press,
